Pursuit of the Elusive Third Ace an Old : 


Asylum Treatment. 


The announcement was telegraphed last 
Monday from Pittsburg, Pa., that Dr. Henry 
‘H. Hutchinso ) superintendent of the West- 

rn Pennnsylvania Insane Asylum «et Dix- 
yaaa had introduced poker playing in the 
asylum in the successful treatment of in- 
sanity. The announcement was accom- 
panied by the statement that the idea was 
a novel one. 

Insanity experts of St. Louis interviewed 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter express some 
surprise at Dr. Hutchison’s claim to hav- 
ing originated this treatment. They state 
further that it has been found to be merely 
a palliative, and not a cure for insanity. 
Poker playing has for years been recog- 
nized in the treatment at insane asylums. 

Dr. Cc. H. Hughes of St. Louts was, per- 
haps, the first to recognize the merits of 
poker playing in this regard. Dr. Hughes 
formerly con ducted a private asylum and 
the great American game was.-used by him 
in his treatment. 

‘Tl found that 


it had a good effect upon 
those patients &ho took an inter- 
est in =. said Dr Hughes “Tn 

fact. its use is quite common, I believe. 
Of course, nailents whose insanity has veen 
caused by gambling or connected with it, 
would be injured by such treatment, 

“Yes, I have heard of cases in which 
poker playing caused insanity. However, 
the calamity was more probably inauced by 
the loss of sleep occasioned by indulgence 
in the game. Loss of sieep is responsible 
for by far the greater number of cases of 
inéanity.’ 

Poker playing is resorted to at the St. 
Louis Insane Asylum in thé treatment of 
patients and has been in use several years, 
together with other games of cards, chess, 
backgammon and the like. 

“tT think the telegraphed statement of the 
efficacy of poker playing is somewhat over- 
drawn.” said Dr. Louts T. Oatman, Acting 
Superintendent at the Insane Asylum. “It 
is valuable. however, in furnishing occupa- 
tion for the patients. Anything that will 
occupy their minds we find valuable. In 
fact, entertainment forms the most potent 
part of the treatment. The drugs used do 
not work more than 5 per cent of the cures. 
For this reason we have poker, other card 
rames. musical instruments, dances and the 
Ike for the benefit of patients.
